REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The Applicant 
claims a direct methanol fuel cell apparatus comprising a fuel container containing 
methanol in water at a first concentration, a cartridge selectively communicatively 
coupled with the container, the cartridge containing methanol in water at a second 
concentration, the second concentration higher than the first concentration, wherein the 
selective communicative coupling comprises a pushing pin by a human user, the pin 
puncturing the cartridge. Applicant claims a method for use with a direct methanol fuel 
cell, the method comprising bringing a first solution of methanol in water at a first 
concentration into contact with an anode, the first solution contained within a container, 
bringing oxygen into contact with a cathode, bringing a cartridge into communicative 
coupling with the container, the volume of the container being greater than the volume 
of the cartridge, the cartridge containing a second solution of methanol in water at a 
second concentration, the second concentration higher than the first concentration, 
wherein the step of bringing the cartridge into communicative coupling with the 
container comprises a human user pushing a pin, the pin puncturing the cartridge. 
In the prior art of record, Ren et al., US 6,981,877, and Beckmann et al., US 6,737,181 
disclose a direct methanol fuel cell. 

However, the prior art of record, taken either alone or in combination, fails to 
disclose or render obvious, a direct methanol fuel cell apparatus comprising a fuel 
container containing methanol in water at a first conentration, a cartridge containing 
methanol in water at a second higher concentration, and selective communicative

coupling, of cartridge to container, comprises a pushing pin by a human user, the pin 
puncturing the cartridge. Additionally, the prior art of record does not disclose the above 
method for use of the fuel cell.
